In the current session I believe tliat the fight had to be to so seriously 
emborraiis ACIAJ that it .«oulcL have to change its position# While cogent legal 
argument was useful to this end, by itself it could not and did not succeed# 

In any now Congress it will liave to be to expose the ClA and ambarrass the ACLU 
l)y indirection# That is xoorc than possible# What is questionable is the amount 
of public attention it can get, p^urticularly when there are so few who can try 
and so few who can be enticed to cany what on any other subject would be legit

entirely (if really at all) because of the nuiiibcr of requests rocsivod# 

Jim told me you discouraged use of JITC assassination requests# I think you
